ivg torced by violence into that which the Lord was not found in, 
ſo then a dark and gloomy night overſpread the whole earth, which 
endured many generations, in which many ſtumbled and fell, and 
went aſtray like loſt ſheep, and were made a prey upon by che Owies 
of the deſert, who then cope out and ravened for theit bellies and

15, 16. till the earch was wholly voyd both of rhe know- 
ledge of God and his power; and then the night came overrhe 
earth wherein yo man could work. then che Devil wrought in dark- 
neſs, and filled the earth with his power and violence, till Popery 
was fully rooted and ſprung vp into many great branches, and 
brought forth much corſed fruic as fire, faggot inquiſition, racking, 
and tenting of the perſons of men and women to ſer up and maintain 
the beak in his throne, who had got power over all rhe kindreds of 
the earth, in which dominion he long Rood and magnified hiraſelf 
in the greatneſs of his ſttength, ſaging who is like unto the beaſt, and 
who is able to make war with him. 

In this power he flood compleat iv this Nation untill the dayes 
of King Edward the 6ch, whom the Lord raiſed to do mighty and 
notable acts againſt this monſter, inſomuch that he vtrerly abo ĩched 
his power and worſhip in that way and form as it then tiood , and 
erected another more near unto the truth and way of God as he 
then judged, and called ir the Common Prayer, which he eſtabliſhed 
by Law. enjoyning all his Subjects to a conſormity thereumto, into 
which the Prieſis feadily crept, though ſuch as formerly had read 
the Maſs becauſe ir was like to bring them in ſome gain, yet not- 
withſtapding there was a thirſt in thouſands after righteouſneſs , and 
the way thereof, yea even in the conttivers of the aforeſaid book, 
thongh now the Merchants of Babylon doth make a trade thereof for 
diſnoneſt gain, who neither deſueth righteouſneſs nor the ww 

” re- 
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thereof. So here I ſhall paſs by all the vain Superflitions in he faid 
book which hath no ground in the ſcriptures, for my principle aim 
is in this diſcoprſe co inſtance only thoſe things hich ate of weight 
and concernment, which is the ſound truths laid down and inſerted 
in this book, which is collected out of the ſcriptures, and many 
chings prayed for in that book which the Prieſts {ay now cannot be 
received nor attained to, as hereafrer I ſhall mare appear, | 

So that if any ſhould queſtion us who are called Quakers, why we 
come not to hear them read the Common Prayer, or perſecute us 
for not heat ing of them. | 

Ourplea is to ſuch, that foraſmuchas the teachers of this age who 
reads the Common Prayer doth deny thoſe folemne covenants 
which they cauſe many to take at the fitſt receiving of a child into 
their Copgtegation, cauſing them to promiſe and vow thtee .things 
in the childs name, * 

Firſt that he ſhall forſakg the Devil and all his morks, and all the fi- 
foul Luſts of the fleſh , which covenant they ſay when the child comes 
of age he is bound to perform. 

And we find by dayly experience that when the child comes of 
age, the Prie(f tells him chat he cannot forſake all the Devils works, 
but muſt have a body of fin while he is upon the earth, as they com- 
monly do, which is — contrary to their promiſe and vow in 
Baptiſme, and therefore we deny chem as Covenant-breakers , and 
turn away from them according to the Apolitescommand 2 Tim. 3. 


Out ſecond plea is, that ee injoine the Godfa-. - 


thers and Godmachets (as they call them) to promiſe and. vow that 
the child (hall keep Gods will and Commandements, and wall in the 


ſame all the daies of his life : and afterwardin their pteaching ſaith, 


it is impoſſible ro keep Gods holy will and Commandements , ag 
many can witneſs, but break chem every day in thought word and 


deed as they commonly ſay. And therefore we turn away from ſuch: 
confuſion in wich they (as Ba Merchants) are dayly found an- 


ſwering the word of the Lord, which ſaith, Come our of her my pee- 
ple, be not pertakey of her fins, leaſt you pertaks of her plagues; and we 
tinding them ſo groſly ovetthrowing the foundation principles of 
the Church of England by ther preaching and praiſe , that we are 


neicher bound by the law of God, not right reaſon to upheld ot fol- 


low them. yet 
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Vet nevettheleſs though we A them for abuſing their own 
principles and duties which in words they proſeſs and yow to perſue, 
yet we retain that pure principle in life and practiſe, which brings 
oung and old to forſake rhe Divel and all his works, with all the 
finful laſts of the fleſh , which can never be perſotmed or kept by the 
carnal man in his will, though he may promiſe and vow to doit, 
neither have we attained to the perſormance of this while we fol- 
lowed them; but as we received bo which Ciſcoveredtheir confu- 
hon unto us; and we Fanding in thisprinciple at this day which the 
Lawes of King Edward, Queen Elisa. Charles the tit, and Charles 
rhe 2d. doth protect, we onght not by tight reaſon to be perſecuted 
bur rather the Piefis, who dayly confound this principle , which

2, Weretain that which. brings us to keep Gods holy will and 
| dernencs, which is Gods love ſhed abrowd in ourhearts , 
and by this doth many know that we love him becauſe we keep His 
Commandements ard his Commandemert: are not grievous but joy- 
en, Joh, 14.

In the year of the world 4102, and of Chriſt 142. being che firſt 
year of the reigne of Anthowme the Emperor, was [pinu: conſecra- 
ted Pope, he reigned four years three moneths and (x daies, he or- 
day ks rn every child in Baptiſme ſhould have a Godfather and a 
Godmother ſanding at the Font, and ſo likewiſe at the time of con ·

Therefore we not finding ſuch a practiſe warranced by the Scrip- 
ture, but invented by the Pope as aforeſaid, we cannot own it nor 
them in ir, or think it P, be requiſite to ſalvstion, nor beleive it is 
of God at all, but a blind ceremony ſet vp in the invention of man, 
aud ptactiſed by chem who cannot keep the commands oſ God, and 

therefore is dot to be required of any man according to the 6th, Ar- 
ticle of the book of Canons in cheſe words.
